indemnities; all these are affairs con- 
cerned with the spiritual welfare all Catholics through- 
out the world—French, Austrian, English, German, Ameri- 
lifts his voice its echoes souls may 
touched and saved.

the Pope the world conflict were idle and inoppor- 


tune. But venture say that the greatest, the most 
significant effect the plea has been already secured: The 
entire world listened when the Pontiff spoke. presi- 
dent, king potentate, poet, publicist moneyed man, 
could secure such audience and win them such 
frame mind. 

For not only has the Pope been listened to; has been 
listened with attention, respect reverence. The 
newspapers the world reflect the opinion the world; 
and have yet see newspaper comment which im- 
pugnes the Pope’s motives questions the integrity 
his aims. 

Here lies lesson for those who have been wont 
follow after sensational idols, who have achieved unto 
the hectic shriek and the gesture unrestrained. The world 
listens most readily, not the flighty, the virulent, the 
shrilly emphatic, but the man who stands the head 
one the most conservative institutions earth, the 
man who looks back across the centuries for his right 
speak, the man whose head bent and whose hands are 
raised, because the representative Him who said: 
“My peace give unto you. Not the world giveth 
give unto you.”

Our schools might well take sane attitude toward the 
classics. Let teach them; but let not make them 
compulsory. This would the via media supreme ex- 
cellence. may get yet get when one great 
teaching order will desist from feeding young boys 
Greek roots and Latin syntax whether the boys want that 
diet not, and when another great teaching order will 
move from its present position where allows its members 


teach everything under the sun save the language 
Mother Church. 


William Winter. The veteran dramatic critic the 
New York Tribune who died few weeks ago full years 
and honors man who should widely known our 
Catholic teachers. Were William Winter merely reviewer 
theatrical productions, his name should have place 
these columns; was the best sense 
critic dramatic literature, our duty recall his 
memory and direct attention his more permanent 
writings. 

William Winter was writer. _He possessed authen- 

tic literary gift and developed through years consci- 
entious training and intimate contact with literary per- 
sons and literary ideals. his travel books like “Grey 
Days and Gold,” (Macmillan, Y.) William Winter re- 
veals himself master descriptive prose that sug- 
gests and sometimes challenges the prose Washington 
Irving. And his reminiscenses the American stage 
flings about the friends other days shimmering 
cloak exquisitely worded eulogy. had respect for 
the canons style, had feeling and delicacy and the 
art reserve; could humorous without degenerating 
into horseplay, could severe without descending 
billingsgate. 

William Winter was Shakespearean scholar. The final 
fruitage his lengthy literary career three goodly vol- 
umes entitled “Shakespeare the Stage.” Herein find 
William Winter’s appreciation the Shakespearean mas- 
terpieces and the men and women who interpreted them 
from the days Richard Burbage the days Sothern 
and Mantell. These volumes (Moffat, Yard and Co., New 
York) especially recommend the teachers our 
Catholic schools. Our teachers are almost necessarily un- 
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able study Shakespeare the actual stage presentation, 
yet unless the drama studied form art presented 
actors audience loses its vitality and its force. 
Winter’s books will help immeasureably secure the 
right viewpoint Shakespearean study and form the 
habit reading plays with their stage presentation always 
orbingly view. 

Winter was Not that sat behind 
desk and called the roll and made out the monthly re- 
ports. But was far more teacher than many 
the men and women who these little 
more. “He had,” says the Tribune, “two the most pre- 
cious gifts the great critic, the faculty for recognizing 
the germ finer things and the delicate art encourag- 
ing its growth. The story his thousands published 
criticisms general story thoughtful appreciation, 
wise counsel, light thrown troublesome problems, 
impetus generously given every play player mov- 
ing the right direction. Winter knew the true path. 
Added his instinct, his genius, was amazing 
knowledge the drama and the technique the stage. 

The teacher who teacher promptly recognizes Wil- 
liam Winter brother artist. For, like the deceased 
critic, that teacher has knowledge, knows the true path, 
lavish encouragement, throws light vexing 
difficulties, wise counsel, appreciates people and 
books and things. And his must ever “the faculty for 
recognizing the germ finer things and the delicate art 
encouraging its growth.” 

Withal, William Winter was beautifully human per- 
sonality. had much the poet’s sensitiveness, but 
nothing the poetic pose. suffered much because 
suffered keenly; but never allowed himself become 
permanently soured. His friends —and they were many 
loved with love that reached beyond the grave; 
read his tributes Booth and Madame Modjeska 
come contact with beautiful soul pouring out its affec- 
tion libation the immortal dead. could get 
very angry with poor plays and incompetent acting the 
equivalent “holy” anger the domain esthetics—but 
rarely did the sun down upon his wrath. fought 
all his life against frivolity and indecency the stage, 
for the theater took seriously means education 
second none. had the artist’s passion for detail 
detail the art writing not less than the art act- 
ing. William Winter was staunch champion beauty 
and truth, and his passing leaves poor indeed. 


Motto. our dear friends, the young teachers who 
are this year beginning their professional careers, let 
suggest for meditation these words Goethe: “If you 
call bad thing bad, you little; you call good thing

Let 
us, teachers, pay heed our ideals what are try- 
ing do, what are aiming at, what are trying 
make our pupils; but let remember that make our 
must secure perfect embodiment those ideals. the 
late Archbishop Spalding said, “We need scholars who are 
saints and saints who are scholars.” Meanwhile let more 
our scholars try become saints; and let some our 
saints apply themselves what they erroneously call the 
“profane” branches because with God noth- 
ing common unclean.

For the gods hover above the war-scarred field Troy, 
the gods reveal their lively interest and when 
the epic came under Christian influence and sprang forth 
the expression Christian ideals, poets like Milton and 
Tasso were insistent its identification with religious 
dogmas, mysteries and practices. The best fiction has been 
consistently noteworthy for the embodiment religious 
concepts; this true the Waverley Novels 
true “Mr. Britling Sees Through.” for the drama, 
mere figure speech say that was twice 
pagan and Christian times—born the foot the 
altar. The essay, too, its manifold form and infinite 
variety, has paid due heed things religious; witness 
France Bossuet and Brunetiere and even 
ness England Bunyan and Ruskin and Cardinal New- 
man. 

Hence justified the generalization that, historically 
considered, religion and literature have been closely con- 
nected; religious ideals have inspired all great books; 
great book exists that has not appreciable religious con- 
tent. wrote Edouard Rod, exponent the 
French neo-Christian literary movement the last cen- 
tury, “has answer for every curious question; ex- 
plains all. gives the reason for our existence, since 
proves that are the center the world; lends 
the courage support our sufferings, since teaches 
that they are the preparation for better destiny; 
imparts relish for life, since convinces that life 
eternity. plunging into mystery has caused all fear 
thereof vanish; its affirmations have banished doubt, 
and the triumph its certitude has established mar- 
velously constructed system.” 

Due recognition the religious element the great 
books the world serves make and keep the study 
literature vital. The literary study that ignores the spirit- 
ual life and its implications can best nothing more 
than the study irrelevant external names 
and dates and merely stylistic characteristics and com- 
parisons. important literary product touches 
some way problem, and that problem should 
the chief concern the student who investigates lit- 
erature presentation and interpretation life. For 
let once and for all clearly understood and frankly 
admitted that the study great book that ignores the 
book’s relation human life—the life the individual 
and the life the not literary study all. 
may philology grammar rhetoric literary his- 
tory; but not the study literature. Our Catholic 
schools and Catholic teachers have here tremendous ad- 
vantage inasmuch they can present literary masterpieces 
the light religious ideals and associate the signifi- 
cance great books with the religious concepts already 
existing the minds the students. 


Religion the Study Literature,

One the great needs literary study today keep 
from being partial and provincial. The truly great book 
for all peoples and all times. one national literature 
has monopoly the great books the world; and the 
student, even while very young, must come realize that 
literature widespread and common the entire 
race the sunset glow the music the sweeping wind 
the perfume the flowers the phosphorescent sheen 
the starlit sea. This ideal literary study largely 
achieved stressing the religious element the great 
books the world. For the religious note one the 
things that make all great books one. the light 
his religious knowledge the student can pass, without un- 
due abruptness the transition, from Longfellow’s beau- 
tiful tale the love that endures and patient Shakes- 
peare’s portrait the woman who loved not wisely but 
too well, Goethe’s record the man who sought for 
happiness over all the ways earth and found only 
forgetfulness self, the asceptical Thomas 
implacable destiny, the torments the fire-bringing 
Prometheus chained the vulture-beaten rock. The re- 
ligious conception existence the open sesame the 
spacious treasure house the written word, the im- 
perishable record what through all the ages man has 
thought and felt terms beauty and truth. 

Literature, the record human emotion, does not 
stand apart. Its meaning cannot adeuately garnered 
unless the student seeks read connection with other 
fields human endeavor and human accomplishment. 
man may really know literature who does not likewise 
know somethin painting and sculpture and music, some- 
thing philosophy, history and science. Now the 
key this necessary correlation found religion. 
establishes unsuspected bond intimacy between 
Wordsworth’s sonnet the Most Blessed Virgin and the 
Sistine Madonna; between the cathedral Rheims and 
Milton’s “Paradise Lost”; between Gregorian Chant and 
Browning’s “Ring and the Book.” From such study will 
gradually evolve the realization that truth and beauty pos- 
sess essential unity underlying their superficial com- 
plexity, because they are both reflections the Eternal 
Truth and the Eternal Beauty the Eternal God. 

following such line study the reader sometimes 
encounters fancied difficulty. discovers that some 
great books have been written men who their private 
life were far from exemplifying moral goodness, that 
books embodying religious ideals and even religious con- 
victions have come from the pens men who personally 
flouted those ideals and repudiated those convictions. The 
seeming difficulty arises solely from the failure draw 
important and vital because 
concerns itself with every department human thought 
and activity; vital because illustration one 
the fundamental paradoxes human nature. The tailor 
who makes faultless suit clothes may ill- 
dressed sloven; the gardener who coaxes roses into 
beauteous growth may ugly and msishapen creature 
that the very dogs bark him limps down the lane; 
the actor who delights with the fine fury simulated 
nobility character may wife-beater, drunkard and 
find who writes his best nature and lives his worst 
nature. the part wisdom accept truth and beauty 
wherever find them, intent only their nature and ir- 
respective their intermediate source. Genius 
Christianity” noble piece literature and potent 
apologia the Catholic faith even though Chateaubriand 
was conspicuous victim human frailties and passions; 
“De Profundis” bit glowing, soul-stirring, match- 
less prose even though the man who fashioned the 
grief-scorched heart was sinner name- 
ess sins. 


perception the religious element literature makes 
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fresh and significant the literary values many distinct- 
ively Catholic writings. This the secular world has al- 
ready understood reference Dante, Thomas a’Kempis 
and St. Teresa; some day may carry the understanding 
far enough appreciate St. John the Cross and the 
hymns and collects the Roman Missal. all events, 
most seemly that Catholics learn, through the correla- 
tion our literary study with our religious experience and 
convictions, appreciate our own. The official prayers 
the Church, set forth the collects, secrets and post 
communions the liturgical year, constitute rare thes- 
aurus literary gems, possessing the beauty and dignity 
form, the sublimity and simplicity conception, the 
rich human quality and the assured permanence which 
characterizes all true literature. hoped that our 
Catholic schools and colleges will from now devote 
more attention this vast and varied literary field which 
represents centuries Catholic thought and Catholic life 
and which goodly portion our distinctively 
Catholic heritage. The official prayers the Church 
should the Catholic student what the moonlight and 
the dew were the old woman “Fiona Macleod’s” “Man 
the Moor”: 

blessing they are, healing and blessing: ay, 
they are, the moonlight an’ the dew. When we’re 
young, summer’s sweet when we’re old, they’re 
the heart still. It’s the song left, the memory the 
song, sweet air, when the bird’s flown for aye. Ay, 
dear, an’ there‘s more than that said. God made the 
sun an’ the day: the Holy Spirit, the night an’ the stars; 
but Christ made the moonlight an’ the dew.” 

attempt the study literary masterpiece without 
proper insistence and ample recognition its re- 
ligious significance and implications embark 
fruitless and misleading undertaking. That path does 
not lead light, power, peace; but ensnares one 
the hopeless quagmire dryasduct scholarship infin- 
itely removed from the pleasant and fruitful fields sane 
and normal human life. The great book vital value 
only insofar truly becomes part ourselves, 
only insofar the aspect human life depicts becomes 
some way part the life live day day. The 
supreme duty man, recognized the light relig- 
ious ideals, tend union with God mainly through 
goodness, but likewise through beauty, through knowledge 
and through power. 

Literature, like all art, thing beauty. its best 
the reflection the Infinite Beauty God Himself 
caught from the light that falls nature and shines 
forth from the heart man; and its stirring the great 
books the world grow sudden fragrant and gleam 
with heavenly tints even the flowers Eden wafted 
their incense and flashed their colors when God walked 
the garden delights. 

Literature knowledge. The great book purges life 
its nonessentials, its dross and needless slime, its lit- 
the meannesses and indecencies and deceits. presents 
life its fundamental, omnipresent manifestations. 
conduces that self-knowledge which the basis 
all true wisdom and that sympathy with our fellow man 
which the basis social service and true Christian 
charity. Many potential saints remain potential because 
they lack that sympathy with others which only literature 
may impart. makes for honesty; for the great book 
see ourselves and each other glass wherein 
naught extenuated, nor aught set down malice. 

Literature power. The man who writes great book 
comes near any mortal may the supreme act 
God Himself, creation. And the man who rightly and un- 
derstandingly reads great book exercises what is, after 
creation, the closest approximation the Omnipotence 
God, appreciation. The right reading, the true appre- 
ciation great book indeed form creation, for, be- 
tween them the writer and the reader beget something 
that had previous existence. And this power which 
aomes from our contact with the great book tends 
self-mastery; and with self-mastery comes another form 
power, prestige. Prestige turn widens our influence 
over others and multiplies our possibilities doing good.

The opening Mass the convention was celebrated 
Bishop Shahan Tuesday, June 26, 9:30, the Church 
fthe Holy Angels, when splendid address was given 
the Bishop Buffalo, Right Rev. Dennis Dougherty, 
D.D., who said part: 

“Never, perhaps, has there been gathering this city 
with higher and nobler aims than this convention the 
Catholic Educational Association the United States. 
You have assembled here with sincere desire have 
correct valuation placed upon your work, face the diffi- 
culties the modern educational world, and combine 
and co-ordinate your forces that the army Catholic 
educators may forward unbroken ranks win the 
future victories even more brilliant than those won the 
past. 

not purpose take the general arguments 
for the need Catholic schools. you are aware, these 
arguments are based man’s triple nature—physical, in- 
tellectual and moral, each which must trained the 
whole man, and not part his being, receive full 
and harmonious treatment. These reasons are too well 
known for dwell upon them. 

Imperative Need Our Schools. 

But most emphatic stress should laid upon the im- 
perative need Catholic schools for that systematic and 
rigid training the child’s moral nature, upon which alone 
genuine Christian character, true personal integrity and 
solid civic probity depend. all know that this sphere 
educational effort lamentably neglected the major- 
ity non-Catholic schools, colleges and universities, the 
managers which feel that they have satisfied their duty 
parents and the country the student has been given 
certain amount physical training and generous 
measures interesting information have been imparted 
Yet all reflecting men, whether Catholic Prot- 
estant, are agreeed that, unless the will trained, de- 
veloped and strengthened youth, cannot look for 
vigorous manhood blameless womanhood, properly 
reared the practice the fundamental principles 
Christian civilization must not forget the importance 
having the mind trained those teachers whose phi- 
losophy life rests for its intellectual basis upon the 
teachings which have the unqualified approval those 
moral leaders who are especially commissioned God 
safeguard the spiritual life. The Almighty Fashioner 
the universe has, His wisdom, ordained that there 


should exist complete and close connection between 
man’s will, upon which his ethical and spiritual life largely 
depends, and his reason, which the guiding principles 
conduct are mastered and presented for active service. 
is, consequently, self-evident that man’s dominating 
power, the will, must rely for its choice upon the prin- 
ciples proposed and hence the noble character 
St. Louis France cannot built upon the vagaries 
Tom Paine ;the deep faith Louis Pasteur cannot 
rest upon the teachings flippant Ingersoll, and the 
sterling virtues blessed Thomas More cannot spring 
from the ravings Voltaire. 

Seek first the kingdom heaven still the true 
canon conduct. Let all Catholics realize that they are 
seriously obliged give each child the opportunity for 
rounded Christian education, from the primary grades 
the university; from the simplest foundation the 
highest point professional excellency. 

Maintaining that the church commissioned Christ 
and teach all nations has always been the champion 
and fosterer the school, the college, the university, 
all which have been supported great sacrifices 
Catholics, Bishop Dougherty paid merited tribute the 
religious orders conducting these instittuions. said: 

Let me, however, assure you that set the highest 
appraisement upon your generous labors ,that wish 
God’s very best blessing upon all your undertakings, and 
confidently hope that your meeting here and your 
frank, sincere discussions the best and wisest meas- 
ures which all your forces can co-ordinated one 
sublime purpose will lead the highest and best results 
both for yourselves and for those young souls whom you 
are fashion according the likeness the Most High.” 

After the Mass the delegates adjourned the audito- 
rium Holy Angels’ School, where Bishop Shahan, 
the president-general the association, delivered the 
opening address the convention, saying: 

“The members the fourteenth annual meeting the 
Catholic Educational Association highly the 
cordial welcome extended them the great city 
Buffalo, and particular Bishop Dougherty and his 
good clergy and people. Our association represents broad- 
the academic life the Catholic Church the United 
States, its hundreds schools every degree dedicated 
the spread useful knowledge and the formation 
the principles and the hearts millions youthful Amer- 
icans destined one day take over the administration 
the world’s greatest republic. This immense educational 
system mighty unit the sense religious influence 
and service essential the best American Catholic 
education. believes that all education ought im- 
bued with love Jesus Christ, with faith Him and His 
holy gospel, and with hope its spiritual mission all 
mankind. have been always the opinion, 
and are now more than ever, that education divorced 
from the letter and the spirit religion permanent 
benefit man, that can made work against the 
common welfare, and may become instrument for en- 
slaving the whole world the chariot wheel autocracy. 

need other proof than the eye which seeth and 
the ear which the things unseen and unheard since 
the creation man, but today and this hour the cruel sun 
life blook-soaked Europe may tomorrow our own 
hard fate. love our United States. However 
enter the glorious roll its citizenship, birth 
adoption ,we owe infinite allegiance, loving and devoted, 
ready for all forms sacrifice, even our lives, which 
can never spent for better natural good than the 
preservation and the welfare our beloved country. 
Every battlefield our history reddened with Catholic 
blood and every year our annals rich with proofs 
loving fidelity the principles and the spirit American 
constifutional liberty. Our new army and our new navy 
exhibit our full percentage volunteers, and when the 
national army stands its colors for the first time, the 
Catholic Church will not need fear lest her children 
lacking their due proportion 

Our Catholic ancestors fled the intolerable conditions 
older Europe, religious bigotry, political oppression, 
social outlawry, economic injustice, racial hatreds. The 
doors the United States were opened freely them, 
and for the first time they walked upright and fearless 
men and not cowering serfs, cringing beneath the out- 
stretched whip pitiless masters, cruel they were 
selfish. 

All this written our memories letters fire, and 
written there, too, eternal gratitude the glorious 
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country which welcomed our fathers, made them free 
its laws and its liberty, its riches and its opportunities, 
and counted its children adoption less dear than 
those native birthright. 

Wherever ,the world over ,our American flag must fly, 
there will wave over Catholic soldiers and sailors, 
nurses and helpers every kind, loyal and true all that 
stands for, and counting life itself pleasing sacrifice 
the eyes God, sacrifice gratitude for all that 
have here inherited through our Catholic ancestry the 
way liberty and happiness, such liberty and happiness 
the world hitherto never dreamed of. 

Now this very love our American fatherland 
which fills with concern for the future its great and 
holy ideals political and religious liberty. are per- 
suaded, and all history bears out, that true patriotism 
anchored religion and that other influence known 
man can overcome surely selfishness and indifference 
the common welfare. When great crises come upon 
nation and every one called quickly and unhesitatingly 
take his her part, rally round the symbol the 
nation, then, indeed, does religion cast the high light 
divine will the whole situation. Conscience ,enlight- 
ened religion, bids each one realize that she 
stands for all. Our government then stands the 
place God, and the words Cardinal Gibbons, “our 
legitimate laws are invested with divine sanction 
appeal our consciences.” 

But all early training the schools prescinds from 
God and the divine order life and the world; the 
youthful mind taught recognize holy and in- 
violable sanction law, discipline and obedience; the 
youthful heart learns admire and love ideals higher 
than those materialism, hedonism, rationalism, then 
surely era will set low, selfish and mercenary con- 
victions, then the American state will one day come face 
face with general citizenship wedded ignoble ease 
and comfort, disillusioned the glorious Christian ideals 
which arose, and stubbornly averse any sustained 
risks exertions necessary save them for posterity. 

From the viewpoint public welfare never was there 
more urgent need restoring religion its proper 
place American education, with all that religion implies 
for the dignity and solidity the state, common venera- 
tion for its rights and its functions understood the 
founders this government, and universal good will 
sustain its original character and authority against those 
forces change and obstruction which can now longer 
hide themselves with impunity.” 

Following routine business, the morning session was 
closed with paper Rev. William Bergin, C.S.V., St. 
Viator College, Bourbonnais, Illinois ,on “The Conserva- 
tion our Educational Resources.” 

“Catholic education has economic aspect well 
spiritual one,” Father Bergin said.

The stand- 
ard college should have least seven departments, with 
seven professors giving their entire time college work.

The library 
each college should have least 5,000 volumes and there 
should laboratory equipment carry the work 


physics, chemistry and general science.” 

Other papers importance the question stand- 
ardization were the Rev. Matthew Schumacher, 
Notre Dame University, Notre Dame, Indiana; and 
the Rev. Patrick McCormick, Ph.D., professor 
education the Catholic University, Washington, 

Both these papers and the discussion the Very 
Rev. Welsh president Aquinas College, 
Columbus, Ohio, the importance and the necessity 
standardization was insisted on. Attention was called 
the fact that many sections the country Catholic 
institutions were obliged conform local conditions. 
For instance, some states was necessary for Catholic 
high schools and colleges accredited the local 
state university. was held absolutely necessary then 
have Catholic colleges accredited some recognized 
agency 

Throughout the discussion regard both Catholic 
colleges for men and women was insisted that whatever 
standards were adopted there could change the 
attitude Catholic schools toward the all important mat- 
ter religious education. This religious education the 
very center and cause the separate Catholic educational 
system and whatever standards may adopted differ- 
ent parts the country, the one element religion must 
always predominate the Catholic system.

Shall let her from our keeping seek the training 
she desires, where the boldest and the saddest doctrines 
advanced philosophy since the organization liberal 
arts are made part her course? 

“Let give her mathematics, the classics, history, even 
the professional course law and medicine the atmos- 
phere the Catholic college. Let the mathematics, the 
classics, the sciences full, thorough, advanced 
that for the secular branches alone she can find them no- 
where else thoroughly and ably presented. Let 
give her what she wishes secular learning that legiti- 
mate and save her for the Catholic faith.”

The 
General History Europe offers the information that the 
Dominican John Tetzel hawked through Germany letters 
indulgence and sends its readers Lea’s History 
Auricular Confession and Indulgences further light 
desired! 

“If program can followed out that will give 
our students proper system text books, great step 
will have been taken the unification our purpose for 


the spread Catholic truth. Materialism, agnosticism, 
indifferentism can find lodgment the hearts youth 
who have been directed along the true paths knowl- 
literary ,historical and scientific—with the 
aid honest text ‘books explained and correctly com- 
mented teachers consecrated the furtherance 
the soul-saving cause Catholic education.” 

paper “English” the Rev. Father Eugene Burke 
Notre Dame University said: “If have not over- 
emphasized the necessity keeping alive the creative 
spirit the students, then the teacher himself must 
creative, teeming write, re-read much with 
analytic spirit, discovering for himself and for his charges 
the working principles the masters. must sympa- 
thetically over the work the pupils. must keep 
himself informed best current literature. must 
nourish young writers with fresh food and warn them 
against the moral poison that often found the litera- 
ture the day. 

“The teacher’s work English should wholly Eng- 
lish work. clear, course ,that there are certain 
subjects closely allied with English, the teaching which 
may distinct aid certain departments the Eng- 
lish course. The teaching history, for example, will 
alive the great literary movements the past and 
will able interpret much poetry and fiction that 
might lost others. The teachers physiology, too, 
will able lend special interest the subject liter- 
ature. But for the English teacher engaged teach- 
ing subjects foreign literature have his interests 
divided ,if not clashing.”

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The Lesson Preparedness. 


The war, into which well-nigh the 
whole world has been plunged, has 
brought into prominence, into every- 
day life, the fruitful idea prepared- 
ness. Long after the war shall have 
ended and peace again holds sway, 
the watchword “preparedness” 
still exercise far-reaching influence 
will not mean, did year ago, 
the arousing from peaceful lethargy 
whole nation against threaten- 
ing foe, but for all time, will 
synonym not merely for that, but for 
higher ideals, nobler living, greater 
aspirations; will mean the elimina- 
tion waste, the fostering true 
economy, the intensive cultivation 
the earth, the strengthening the 
human body—the marvelous handi- 
work the Creator, the conserva- 
tion and exploitation, good sense, 
all natural resources and the devel- 
opment that which noblest 
best the moral and religious na- 
ture man. 

The sudden call serious thought, 
heroic, prudent outlook for the 
future, came upon this country sev- 
eral months ago, just elementary 
schools and higher institutions 
learning were about complete the 
work the school year. Little time 
was left, therefore, before vacation 
for those charge the education 
the youth the land, put into ef- 
fect their plans for preparedness 
far they affected schools. The 
summons for preparedness came with 
harsh surprise those within the 
age limit for military service. are 
not surprised again. are 
into comfortable sense security 
that shall not prepared for any 
emergency, whether war, fam- 
ine, pestilence, riot, rebellion. 
must begin then with the youth the 
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land, with those whom thoughtful 
men look the “line second 
defense.” 

Recent conferences, which were 
present educators, social workers, and 
others interested the children 
the elementary schools, resulted 
the firm resolve that the education 
children under fourteen years age 
should not suffer any loss because 
the country’s crisis. All the laws for 
child labor and for compulsory school 
attendance are rigidly enforced. 
These resolutions were heartily in- 
dorsed the representatives Cath- 
olic schools. 

schools, are prepare for the fu- 
ture instilling, possible, into our 
pupils even higher degree patri- 
otism than ever before. Our present 
crisis has taught that all are equal- 
bound defend our country 
time danger, that there must 
next love God, that the voice 
authority has the sanction the Cre- 
ator, “for all rightly constituted au- 
thority comes from God.” whc 
are interested Catholic well 
public schools, are not satis- 
fied with this. Our children must 
strong and noble, not merely soul 
and mind, and filled with patriot- 
ism that moves heroic acts, 
like Christian virtue, but clean, 
strong, and vigorous body. There- 
fore all our schools from the kin- 
dergarten the university, pro- 
portionate amount physical train- 
ing for both sexes will insisted 
upon. 

The principles guiding Catholic 
high schools, colleges, and universi- 
ties, for this and coming years will 
emphasize, improve, and intens- 
ify the work they are already doing, 
and add other courses demanded 
the trend preparedness. The 
purpose the schools shall two- 
fold, prepare, equip, adjust 
the individual the new order 
things, and make for the common 
good our country. 

For many years past the National 
Government has assigned officers 
teach military tactics Catholic 
schools and colleges. New York

Fordham University, St. Francis

action when the world needs them 
most. 

Womankind, too, hears the sum- 
mons preparedness and must re- 
spond with her virtues, her graces, 
and her talents. She must ready 
for the emergencies created 
probably prolonged absence large 
portion the nation’s manhood.

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LESSON PLANS SILENT READING 


Miss Temperance Gray, Brooklyn, 


Many excellent readers our schools can not really 
read. Paradoxical this may seem, nevertheless 
true. Pupils who are marked “A” reading, and who 
can render orally remarkably well any reasonably dif- 
ficult selection, can not read. Pupils high grades 
can not depended upon read the matter their 
geographies, histories any other book. That one 
reason why home work such burden, why study 
periods are often failure, why the history and geog- 
raphy syllabi are pronounced too hard. Too little 
attention paid silent reading. When reading 
recitation spoken of, oral reading should not always 
meant. have robbed children power they 
sorely need have failed develop them 
ability enter, themselves, into what they read. 
How can develop this power? can not done 
day, term, year. can not realized the 
eighth year unheard lower grades. Yet this 
excuse for neglecting the eighth year. can 
not accomplished not made aim itself, 
quite apart from success oral reading. The follow- 
ing are some points that are, perhaps, worthy the 
attention those who wish teach their pupils really 
read: 


PROPORTION ORAL SILENT READING 


least one-half the reading time all grades 
above the second year should devoted silent read- 
ing. Some time should systematically given 
every grade. Even first year children should trained 
soon they can read all. Excellent sugges- 
tions for this work lowest grades are given the 
“Riverside Primer and Reader.” 


MATERIAL FOR READING 


The matter read silent period should not, 
rule, read orally soon afterwards, for the obvious 
reason that be, the children will count upon this 
oral rendering and will slight the quiet study; whereas, 
profound respect for silent reading should culti- 
vated. 

AIM AND METHOD 


The aim should clear. not enough say, 
“Read this and tell what says.” Tell the class 
definitely what do. There are various ways doing 
this: (1) Certain questions written the blackboard, 
dictated, are answered; g., the lesson 
“Squirrel The following questions are 
the blackboard: 

did Mr. Burroughs notice about the chestnut 
tree? 

How did think must have happened? 

Why had the squirrel done it? 

How would doing this protect the fruit for him? 

Did his scheme fail? 

What did Mr. Burroughs fancy the squirrel doing 
while (Mr. Burroughs) was gathering fruit? 

What question about the squirrel Mr. Burroughs 
unable answer? 

The class told read and enjoy the story, and 
look, afterwards, the questions the blackboard and 
think how answer them. Finally, books are closed, 
the questions are answered and the selection fully dis- 
cussed. The story may then reproduced whole, 
desired, either orally writing. some point 
some one should tell who John Burroughs is, refer 
other writings that the class may have read and 
suggest some that they will probably like read 
portunity offer.

DEFINITE RECITATION UPON MATTER READ 
SILENTLY

trated, etc. This recitation should not always follow 
immediately the silent reading, nor need read- 
ing period; but somehow, connection with some les- 
son, the work done should recognized. 


DIFFERENCE BETWEEN SILENT AND ORAL 
READING 


The class should appreciate the difference between 
silent reading and study prepare for oral reading. 
Several elements strictly regarded the latter 
should passed over the former; for example, the 
children should not trouble themselves about unfamiliar 
words they are able get the thought spite 
these words.

Instead having today’s silent reading re- 
cited upon orally, have (1) reproduction writing (with 
without topics); (2) answers the questions writ- 
ten. 

Reinforce correlation with other subjects; for ex- 
ample, say your class, “You read (silently) the last 
selection gave you intelligently that think you 
are now able get for yourselves something that was 
going tell you geography. Turn page and 
read the end the chapter.” Then follow this read- 
ing lesson with your regular geography recitation, us- 
ing, perhaps, the following plan: 

“Before begin talk about this geography lesson 
must decide what there talk about. Mention 
one important topic the matter you have just read— 
second, third. Taking that first topic, what sub- 
topics would you suggest? etc.” 

Having thus selected the points, have each discussed. 
Say child, “You may tell what you read about 
this” (referring first topic and first subtopic under 
it). The child answers, the class ask her questions and 
correct and add her data. The second subtopic 
then taken, and on. 

TAKING NOTES 

Eventually train the children take brief notes 
they read. And let the recitation sometimes take the 
form having different children give talk, using the 
notes taken. 

Assign reading done this way home. 

PROPER SETTING FOR READING LESSON 


Any reading lesson, whether oral silent, should 
given proper setting. That this neglected one 
reason for poor reading and for much wasted time and 
energy the reading period. The teacher need not 
give the setting, she may develop little skillful 
questioning, she may briefly recall some other lesson that 
will supply the background for this, she may present 
picture, object, etc.: hut. somehow 
should take tne class the point place, 
sky, where the piece read belongs. Get the proper 
mood.

THE YELLOW-BILLED CUCKOO 


William Dutcher Audubon Leaflet 
DESCRIPTION 


The general color above is a uniform olive-brown, in some lights 
showing considerable bronze reflection; there is quite a large area of 
bright reddish brown cinnamon the primaries; under parts pure 
silky white, faintly tinged with gray upper breast; tail black below 
with six outside feathers showing large terminal white spots which are 
always visible, also showing from above when the tail is spread; legs 
and feet dark; bill, upper mandible and tip lower one black, the 
remainder of the lower one yellow. 

Size.—From tip bill end tail varies individuals from 
to 12.70 inches. 

The Black-billed Cuckoo very similar the Yellow-billed 
appearance, but may always readily distinguished the color 
the bill, which entirely black. The cinnamon color the primaries 
lacking. may also quickly recognized the color the 
under part of the tail, which is gray instead of black and the terminal 
white spots are very small. 

The Mangrove Cuckoo very similar the Yellow-billed except 
that lacks the cinnamon the primaries and below uniform 
dark buff instead of white. ‘ 

Nest.—Is very poorly constructed and frail affair, merely plat- 
form small sticks, with little lining moss, grass, pine needles, 
dry blossoms, etc. 

Eggs.—From two five number, pale greenish blue color. 

Distribution.—The Yellow-billed Cuckoo found during the breed- 
ing season all parts the United States east the Rocky Moun- 
tains and far north the upper border the States. The Black- 
billed Cuckoo is found from about 35 degrees north latitude to 47 
degrees the east and high degrees the west. West 
the Rocky Mountains the California Cuckoo found, ranging far 
north southern British Columbia. This Cuckoo almost exact 
counterpart the Yellow-billed Cuckoo, being slightly smaller size. 
The Mangrove Cuckoo West Indian form, which confined 


the United States the border the Gulf between West Florida and 
Louisiana. 


The Cuckoo probably one the least known 
North American birds. This due the fact that 
very retiring its habits, secretive being the word 
that best describes its method hiding the thick 
foliage shrubbery. very striking bird ap- 
pearance, not much account its color, which 
severely plain, almost Quaker-like its modesty, but 
account its shape, which narrow proportion 
the length that always reminds the writer 
arrow.

The Apple- 
tree Tent-caterpillar one the greatest and most 
destructive pests that the farmer has contend with. 
Unless vigilance and care are taken the webs this pest 
are soon evidence. Even before the leaves open these 
caterpillars appear and feed the buds, but the greatest 
damage done the fresh green foliage. Forth from 
its tent this destructive army marches each day feed. 
like army men light marching order, that 
carry few rations, but depend entirely what they 
can secure foraging. the human army devastates 
region leaving ruin its train, these caterpillars 
leave ruin, and many cases, death the trees 
which they feed. The writer his early years spent 
many hours cleaning apple trees this pest. Having 
decided dislike handling the repulsive crawlers, 
devised simple but effective method destroying both 
the caterpillar and its tent home. cheap gun, pound 
cheap powder, and box old-fashioned per- 
cussion caps, did the work. thimbleful powder 
the gun, without wad, held about inches from 
the tent, was the means used. The explosion blew the 
caterpillars pieces and the tent was burnt off the 
limb clean prairie fire sweeps off dead grass. 
those days little was-known the food habits birds; 
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now their relation agriculture very well defined 
and has been found that the one the birds 
that considers the Tent-caterpillar dainty tidbit. The 
food habits the Cuckoo subject well worth the 
study every agriculturist and every lover trees. 
few quotations from well-known authorities will serve 
confirm the above opinion. Mr. Beal, the 
Biological Survey, Department Agriculture, 
his paper the relation Cuckoos agriculture, “The 
Food Cuckoos,” says: 


“The insect food Cuckoos consists beetles, grasshoppers, 
cicadas, bugs, ants, wasps, flies, caterpillars and spiders, which 
gtasshoppers and caterpillars constitute more than three-fourths. In 
129 stomachs examined, 2,771 caterpillars were found, average 
each. May and June, when tent caterpillars are defoliat- 
ing fruit-trees, these insects constitute half the Cuckoo’s food. One 
stomach was full that the bird had evidently devoured the whole 
tent colony, as there were several hundred in the stomach. This diet 
hairy caterpillars has curious effect the birds’ stomachs, the 
lining which often pierced many hairs completely 
furred, the membrane itself being almost entirely concealed. seems 
hardly possible overestimate the value the Cuckoo’s work. 
caterpillars are harmful, many them are pests, and any them 
are likely become so. The common tent-caterpillar formerly fed 
the wild cherry, but has now turned its attention principally 
apple trees, sometimes completely defoliating them.” 


Mr. Forbush, Ornithologist the Massachu- 
setts Board Agriculture, says: 


“There question the value Cuckoos; they feed mainly 
the medium-sized and larger caterpillars. Whether there any 
other family that useful this respect the Cuckoos, still 
open question.” 


The Cuckoo certainly entitled the respect and 
protection man for the good does, and the forester, 
the orchardist and, fact, every one who tills the soil 
should count himself specially favored can number 
among his bird guests some Cuckoos.

Perhaps you got the 
ten lessons food conservation given the summer 
normal. not, you can get the booklet from the Con- 
servation Bureau, Food Administration, Washington, 
Study these lessons carefully and re-arrange them 
necessary meet conditions where you will teach 
this winter. 


Here your part: You are see that this message 
reaches every woman your school district. First, get 
heart yourself. Then see that reaches the home

Many first aids are ready for you. The Department 
Agriculture Washington will send you, you ask, 
number bulletins that will help you teach your 
community food saving, food preserving and economical 
use available foods.

This ability gained, most other difficulties vanish. 
could interpret Japanese Chinese inscription 
into articulate sounds representing words already fa- 
miliar our ears, could read and understand the 
same. 

Many children enter school with oral vocabulary 
that will enable them listen with intelligence and 
pleasure stories read told from second, third, 
even fourth grade books. This vocabulary has been 
acquired thru the ear, and when addressed that 
organ perfectly familiar the child. When the 
teacher reads the pupil, she simply interprets the 
sound values the several letters and blends these 
sounds into articulate words already familiar the 
child thru his ears. The teacher simply pronounces the 
words and thus interprets the strange visible language 
into the already familiar spoken audible language. 
the pupil can taught recognize all the sound 
values all letters and combinations letters, and 
blend these into audible spoken words, will 
act his own interpreter, and calls the words 
from the printed page will recognize them old 
familiar friends. 

method teaching reading can accepted 
satisfactory unless surely, systematically, and rapidly 


develops the power automatic word recognition. This 
may accomplished only thru the use phonics. 


Some teachers have attempted develop this ability 
call words means system diacritical marks, 
such are found the dictionaries and some school 
readers. All these systems are They require 
too much memory work and give too little return for 
the time and labor spent. Moreover, these marks never 
occur newspapers and magazines, and seldom 
books, except dictionaries, histories, and geographies; 
and then, only keys. 

Some teachers advocate the Object-word Method, 
while others prefer the Picture-word Method, the 
Action-word Method, the Word Method, and 
others favor the Thought Sentence Method. 

Each the foregoing methods has its advantages; 
but also has its disadvantages and limitations. Not 
one these methods sufficient itself. The Object- 
word Method, the Picture-word Method, and the Action- 
word Method are very helpful teaching new vocab- 
ulary, and whenever this necessary, the case 
those children who not speak English, they must 
form essential part any satisfactory method.

How long would 
children learning walk, they were never per- 
mitted crawl? the same way the child begins 
his oral language with inarticulate grunts which grad- 
ually develop into words, phrases, and sentences. 
first omits all words that are not absolutely essential. 


Those who advocate the Sentence Method say that 
just the child recognizes horse house 
whole, even recognizes the sentence whole. 
They fail see that there analogy between the 
two processes.

For those who have been trained teach, the re- 
production any the foregoing sentences should 
much easier task than that which the average 
teacher the Sentence Method requires her begin- 
ners.

One Dickens’s characters always asking, “Is the 
old man friendly?” and the friendly attitude the one that 
every child likes feel those around him. Such feel- 
ing easily can cultivated the teacher with only 
little thought. personal greeting each child 
enters the room the morning has proved great im- 
provement over the usual “Good morning, children,” with 
its wholesale response, “Good morning, Miss The 
individual “good night” comes into the same category.
